You remember in the interview you se 
kinélv granted me 9 few days ago, regarding the return 
from the frent of all medical students in general, and of 
my son in particuler. You stated that it was impossibic 
to ask for the release of any individual, but if universal 
exenmtion were granted te meéiecsl students, yeu would 
feel it ineumbent on you to ask the gevernment, that aii 
mediecel students be returnec > plete their courses, as 
is done in the United States army where neo, student of 
medicine is allewed to enlist, or if by ehance any are 
enrolled in the rank and file, they are removed and 
returned te @Gellege to cemplete their studies. 

On examindgngcthe instructions ef the Military 
Representatives and members of the Exemption Tribunals 
I find that all medical studenis as weil as dental and 
Veterinary students are exempt to the end of their courses. 
This being the case, I beg that you will kindly take the 
@arliest epportunity ef asking fer the return ef ali 
junier Medical students, new at the frent. The number 


must be very small and ef ne Military significance, as my 
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sen was almost the sele velunteer fer service in his year. 

It seems a great hardship that he sheuld be punished 
for his willingness to enlist, while a young man whe has 
for any reasen failed to assume the burden, is new exempt 
simply by enrelliing himself as a medical student. Such a 
@ase eoceurs here. A young man 6lder than my sen did net 
enlist, bui went West and taught fer a year. This 
September he returned and has enrelled as a student ef 
medicine in Terente, and is exempt from Military service. 

I beg my dear Sir Robert that yeu wili at the earliest 
possible moment exert your great influence to remove, 
what to me appears a sreat injustice te my son, and te 
his pesition.
